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PROJECT ‘73: MOBILE/PORTABLE - EMERGENCY TRANSCEIVER, By Doug Heydon, WBOWDS 


Why "Project '73" in August 1972, you ask? Because it takes lots of time and 
coordination to bring a Club project into being, fully checked-out and ready 
for the rest of the ham world. So, we're starting now to identify the Club 

members who are interested and willing to make the committment to invest the 


time and effort required for a first class project. 


The idea was a direct and immediate outgrowth of the excellent June meeting, 

when Jack Manon, W6FIG, of TRW/Semiconductors gave us the story on the 12 volt, 
broadband 25 and 100 watt linear RF amplifiers. The prospect of a medium power 
mobile/portable rig which could operate directly from a 12 volt source without 
the inefficiency and weight of power conversion equipment seemed like a natural 
Club project. We have had some preliminary discussions with our TRW/Semiconductor 
cousins which have resulted in offers of assistance, and some Club members have 


already expressed a desire to be part of the action. 


Next month's meeting feature, on Friday, 29 September, will be a presentation of 
the new L.A. County Disaster Communication Plan, which requires heavy amateur 
involvement, by Dr. Henry Richter, W6VZA, head of L.A. County RACES. As a 
natural part of this very important subject, we hope to kick off the related 
project activity on the design, building and testing of a truly versatile and 
practical mobile/portable emergency station. If you would like to be an active 
participant, drop me a note at M3/2087, indicating any particular areas of 
interest and/or talent (such as mixer design, audio, RF amplifiers, etc.). A 
particular need exists for someone who can provide design integration leader- 
ship, so that the efforts of everyone can be brought together successfully. 


Full details (hopefully) 
by the September meeting.
